New Tack on 

Bush now says U.S., China 
may offer security assurance 

BANGKOK, THAILAND I President Bush said 
Sunday for the first time that the United States, 
China and other nations may try to defuse a 
crisis with North Korea by offering written 
security assurances in exchange for a promise 
to scrap its nuclear weapons program. 

Bush rejected North Korea’s demand for a 
formal no -invasion treaty, saying, “That’s off 
the table.” But he left the door open for a secu- 
rity pledge, agreed to by several countries, 
that would fall short of an actual treaty. 
Nuclear tensions hung over Monday’s

opening of a 21-nation summit of Asian- 
Pacific leaders. 

Bush was meeting Monday morning with 
South Korean President Rob Moo-hyun to 
explore how to end the North Korea impasse. 
It was at the top of the agenda Sunday when 
Bush met with Chinese President Hu Jintao, 
who pledged to encourage North Korea to 
return to multiparty nuclear talks soon. 

With at least two nuclear weapons in 
its arsenal, North Korea startled the world 
last year when it admitted running a secret 
weapons program, terence hunt (ap)

Gay Bishop-Elect 
Vows to Persevere 


Priest’s confirmation 
threatens to divide 
Anglican Communion 

MANCHESTER, N.H. | The Episcopal 
Church’s first openly gay bishop - 
elect said Sunday he agonizes over 
the turmoil his election is causing 
but believes God wants him to go 
forward. 

“This is one of the hardest 
things I’ll ever do,” the Rev. V. 
Gene Robinson told about 40 
people during religious education 
hour at Grace Church. “I do have 
this sense I’m supposed to go for- 
ward, and I do feel that’s coming 
from God and not my own ego. But 
I don’t know.” 

Robinson was elected by New 
Hampshire clergy and parishio- 


ners in June and confirmed by 
the national Episcopal Church in 
August. He is scheduled to be conse- 
crated as bishop of New Hampshire 
in two weeks. 

The election and confirmation 
of Robinson outraged some conser- 
vatives, who threatened to divide 
the Episcopal Church in the United 
States and the worldwide Anglican 
Communion of which it is part. 

At an emergency meeting in 
London last week, Anglican lead- 
ers warned that if Robinson is con- 
secrated Nov. 2, “the future of the 
communion itself will be put in 
jeopardy.” However, the Anglican 
Communion’s spiritual leader, 
the Archbishop of Canterbury, 
has no authority to discipline the 
self-governing national churches.

Judge orders mediation 
for longest teacher 
walkout in state history 

OLYMPIA, WASH. | A teachers strike 
that has idled 11,000 students for 
nearly seven weeks, the longest in 
state history, is raising a muddy 
legal question for the courts: 
Can Washington teachers legally 
strike? 

Judges have issued dozens of 
back-to-work injunctions to end 
strikes, but nobody really knows 


the answer to the question. In the 
past, strikes have usually ended 
before anybody fought them into 
the courts. 

This case could be different. 

The Marysville teachers strike 
began Sept. 2 and dragged on for 
weeks with little agreement, par- 
ticularly on the district’s proposal 
to scrap its local salary structure in 
favor of the state’s scale. Pay for the 
roughly 700 teachers became the 
key issue. A group of angry parents 
joined the district in a bid to make 
the teachers report to work. 


In a court hearing Wednesday, 
Snohomish County Superior Court 
Judge Linda Krese scolded both 
sides and told them to meet for 
mediation sessions eight hours a 
day through Sunday — the 48th 
day of the strike. 

If there was still no agreement, 
Krese said she would see them in 
court Monday. 

Twenty-four states prohibit 
teacher strikes, according to the 
Web site of the Denver-based 
Education Commission of the

LA PAZ, BOLIVIA I Bolivia’s new pres- 
ident worked on Sunday to com- 
plete a Cabinet he pledged will be 
independent of traditional politi- 
cal parties and aimed at solving the 
country’s deep problems of poverty 
and social inequality. 

A 50 -year-old journalist and his- 
torian who is a relative newcomer to 
politics, Carlos Mesa faces the task 
of reuniting a country where the 
divide between the rich and poor 
has widened amid the free -market 
economic policies of his predecessor 
Gonzalo Sanchez de Lozada. 


AMMAN, JORDAN I A suspected 
Islamic militant confessed Sunday 
to being part of a conspiracy to 
attack Americans in Jordan, as well 
as the U.S. Embassy and Jordanian 
bases where the plotters believed 
U.S. troops were stationed. 

Zuhair Shdeifat, 26, told the mil- 
itary court he and other militant 
conspirators stockpiled grenades 
and rockets and raised funds last 
year “to defend Jordan’s soil.”

Sanchez de Lozada was forced

A spokesman for the A1 Aqsa 
Martyrs’ Brigades, loosely linked 
to Palestinian leader Yasser Arafat’s 
Fatah movement, said its members 
carried out the ambush. Israel TV 
said that because of the severity of 
the attack, Israeli forces were likely 
to enter Ramallah, where Arafat has 
been confined at his headquarters 
for nearly two years. 

Earlier Sunday, Palestinian mili- 
tants Bred a barrage of homemade 
rockets from Gaza into Israel, one of 
the largest salvos in months. No one 
was hurt in the barrage of Qassam 
rockets, relatively small and primi- 
tive weapons.

Expert: Sniper Jury 
Favors Prosecution 


Malvo scheduled to 
be in courtroom with 
Muhammad Monday 

VIRGINIA BEACH, VA. | The jury of 
suburbanites, many with ties to 
the military, that will hear the 
case against sniper suspect John 
Allen Muhammad is likely to 
lean toward the prosecution, jury 
experts said. 

The panel of 12 jurors, plus three 
alternates, was chosen Friday after 
four days of questioning. It includes 
a retired Navy pilot, the spouse of 
a retired Navy mechanic, an Air 
Force retiree whose husband also 
was in the Air Force, and a former 
Navy officer. 

“If I were Mr. Muhammad, I 
would say it’s as good as you can 
get out of Virginia Beach,” said 
Donald H. Smith, an Old Dominion 
University sociology professor who 
studies jury behavior. He added 
most Virginia juries lean toward 
the prosecution.

Top Executive May Gain

Metro board members last week gave 
preliminary approval to empowering 
the system’s chief executive to alter

Metro is re-examining its plans for 
rail service during a severe snow- 
storm in an effort to trim the time 
it takes to restore full service after a 
storm.

When Benefits Packages Attack 

For many workers, the benefit enrollment package that arrives this fall could 
be the most unpleasant piece of mail they get all year. Stung by what is expect- 
ed to be the fifth consecutive year of double-digit increases in health-care 
costs, many employers are aggressively revamping their offerings — dropping 
old options, adding new ones and making subtle but important changes. Many 
workers will see their health-insurance premiums rise again. Some will also be 
hit up for a greater portion of the bill each time they fill a prescription or see a 
doctor. Here are some guidelines that can ease the benefits enrollment process: 


Checkfor differences in preven- 
tive care. In some plans, employees 
might get up to $500 of preventive 
care at no cost, but will have to pay 
upto $20 per check-up in others. 

Rethink HMOs. Many people 
avoided them because of rules that 
limited access to specialists. But 
some of those knotty restrictions 
have been eased. 

Consider your risktolerance. 
Many companies now offer a range 
of options, from low-cost, bare- 
bones plansto ones that are more 
costly but offer richer benefits. 

Consider whether it pays to split 
up. Some big employers are sharp- 
ly raisingthe premiumforfamily 
members to encourage spouses to 
usetheirown insurance. 

Enroll in a FSA. Flexible 
Spending Accounts allow work- 
ers to use pretax dollars to pay for 
medical expenses their plans don’t 
cover. The plans are even more 
attractive now because of a recent 
decision by the U.S. Treasury 
Department that allows workers to

Options Are Back 


STOCKS I Employee stock options 
are yielding jackpots again, re- 
energizing high-tech workers 
who have been able to cash in on 
the recent run-up in their compa- 
nies’ stocks. 

Although companies such as 
Microsoft Corp. have abandoned 
stock options, thousands of busi- 
nesses nationwide embrace them 
as an inexpensive way to motivate 
workers, with Silicon Valley serving 
as ground zero for the concept. 

Options give employees the 
chance to buy company stock at a 
fixed cost, known as the exercise 
price. Options become valuable as a 
stock rises above the exercise price, 
but they remain worthless as long 
as the stock trades below that price. 
That was common as tech stocks 
plummeted in recent years. 

But many stock options have 
been regaining their value this year, 
with the tech-laden Nasdaq com- 
posite index climbing 38 percent in 
the six months after Baghdad was 
seized by U.S. troops. 

If it continues, the trend could 
provide relief for a lot of financial- 
ly squeezed states. A stock option 
renaissance that enriches a cross- 
section of workers also might pro- 
vide more support for high-tech 
leaders as they fight proposed 
accounting changes that would 
require companies to expense the 
options. 

Those industry leaders say stock

options generate tremendous ben- 
efits that will be imperiled if the 
expensing reforms being considered 
by the nation’s accounting standards 
board are mandated. 

A recent survey of 175 high-tech 
firms by accounting giant Deloitte 
found nearly three -fourths of the 
companies plan to curtail future 
option awards in anticipation of 
the new expensing rules. 

From investors’ perspective, the 


flurry of inside stock sales isn’t a 
good sign. That’s because a wave 
of employee sales often signals a 
company’s internal belief that a 
stock has peaked.

Q l bought my first home in 
February. The other day I 
decided to order my FICO credit 
score because I wanted to see how 
my mortgage affected my credit. 
To my surprise, the loan had not 
been reported to any of the credit 
bureaus, perhaps because the 
sellers acted as our lenders and 
carried the note. Are there any 
disadvantages to not having the 
mortgage on my credit report? 

In general, mortgages are a 
good thing to have on your credit 
report. They indicate stability and 
typically improve a credit score. 
The reason your mortgage doesn’t 


show up is that you’re making 
payments to a private party that 
has no interest in reporting to 
the credit bureaus, or any reason 
to do so. You can always ask the 
seller to report the loan, but you 
probably won’t be successful. The 
best way to maintain your good 
score at this point is to continue 
to pay all your bills on time. Don’t 
apply for credit you don’t need, 
and try to pay off any credit card 
balances you owe. 

Q l have $67,000 in credit card 
debt. I’m current on my pay- 
ments but not making much head- 
way in paying down the balance. I 
have been contacted by a business 


that says it will negotiate with 
the credit card companies. They 
advised me not to pay anything for 
six months, and then they’ll settle 
with the credit card companies 
for $42,000. They say they can 
do all this without affecting my 
credit. What do you think of these 
companies, and how do they make 
their money? They supposedly 
charge no fees. 

As you suspect, this outfit is 
a scam. Any company that says 
ignoring your bills for six months 
won’t trash your credit is lying. 
Many of these outfits will take 
your $42,000 and disappear into 
the night.

The ‘Boo ! ’ in Books 



New Halloween 
literature for children 
is frighteningly fun 

BOOKS I There is something innately 
scary about most of the ghosts, gob- 
lins, witches and monsters that star 
in children’s Halloween books, but 
pumpkins usually escape the spook 
treatment. Until now. 

A pumpkin relishes his role as 
protector of the field once the local 
scarecrow becomes too busy fend- 
ing off a flock of nasty black birds 
in “The Fierce Yellow Pumpkin” 
(HarperCollins, ages 3-6). 

And once three children give him 
a makeover with a nose shaped like 
a witch’s hat and jagged teeth, he 
breaks out into a “happy” song: “Ho, 
ho, ho! He, he, he! Mice will run 
when they see me!” 

The story was written in the 
1930s by Margaret Wise Brown, 
the author of “Goodnight Moon.” 
Illustrator Richard Egielski created 
the menacing-yet- somehow- sweet 


face of the pumpkin. 

In “Hallo -What?” (McElderry, 
$14.95, ages 4-8) by Christel 
Desmoinaux, curious little witch 
Marceline learns about the holi- 
day from her grandma — discov- 
ering that people used to make 
bonfires to ward off evil spirits 
and that the first jack-o’-lantern 
was made of a turnip. 

An unusual friendship is forged

If they stick it out until the 
end, readers are rewarded with a 
tour of a workshop used to develop 
costumes for horror films. 

Julius, the white mouse featured 
in several of Kevin Henkes’s books, 
is all dressed up — as a clown — 
and ready to party in “Julius’s Candy 
Corn” (Greenwillow, ages 2 and up). 
As Julius waits for his friends, his 
mother reminds him not to eat the 
cupcakes she baked.
